(Continued  from  our  laft.) 

The  King  of  Pruifia  «\\\  know 
one  day,  the  crimes  of  Auflna,  of 
which  we  have  proofs,  and  will  a- 
bandon  it  to  our  vengeance.-  I  can 
declare  to  the  whole  world,  that 
the  armies  united  againft  the  forces 
tvhich  now  invade  us,  cannot  he  in- 
duced to  look  upon  the  Pruflians  as 
their  enemies,  nor  the  King  of  Pruf- 
flia  as  the  instrument  of  the  perfidi- 
ly  and  vengarice  of  the  Auftcians  and 
the  emigrants.  They  entertain  a  no- 
bler idea  of  that  courageous  nation, 
and  of  a  King  whom  they  with  to 
conlder  ajuft  and  an  hone-ft  man. 

The  King,  fay  they,  cannot  aban- 
don his  allies;  are  they  worthy  of 
him  :  Has  a  man,  who  has  afTociate  * 
with  robbers,  a  right  to  fay  that  he 
cannot  quit  their  fociety  ?  He  can- 
not, it  is  faid,  break  his  alliance — 
Upon  what  is  it  founded  ?. — On 
perfidy  and  projects  of  invafion. 

Such  are  the  principles  upon 
■which  the  King  of  PrufF.a  and  the 
French  nation  ought  to  reafon,  in 
order  to  underftand  each  other. 

The  Pruflians  love  roy?hy,  be- 
caufe  fince  the  Great  Elector,  they 
have  had  good  Kings,  and  Uxaufe 
he  who  no.w  conducts  them  is  doub't- 
lefs  worthy  of  their  affect  km. 

The  French  have  ab  obft.ed*  roy- 
alty, becaufe,  fiuce  the  immortal 
Henry  IV.  they  have  always  had 
weak,  proud,,,*  timid  fCmg',  go- 
verned by~*nltreffes,  confeflbrs,  or 
ignorant  minifters,  bife  and  abject' 
courtiers,  who'  have  afflicted,  with 
every  kind  of  calamity,  the  moft 
beautiful  rmpire  in  the  untverfe. 

The  King  of  Pruffia  has  too  pure 
a  foul  not  to  be  ftruck  with  tnefe 
truths.  T  prefent  them  to  him  for 
the  intereft  of  his  own  glory,  and 
above  all,  for  the  intereft  of  two 
magr*animous  nations,  the  happinefs 
or  mifery  of  which  ne  can  fecure  by 
one  word  ;  for  it  is  certain  that  his 
arms  will  be  fefifted,  and  that  no 
power  can  fubdue  France,  f  (hud- 
der  when  I  think  on  the  dWadfftl 
misfortune  of  feeing  '  our  p  fa  ins' 
ftrewed  with  dead,  the  bodies  of  two 
refpectable  nations,  frorn  a  vain  idea^ 
of  a  point  of  honor,  for  whklwhc 
King  himlelf  will  one  da/  blukf, 
when  he  fees  his  army  and  hh  ttej- 
fure  facrificed  to  a  fyftem  of  yafi  ly 
and  ambition,  in  which  he  has  ho 
fhare,  and  to  which  he  is  render  1 
the  dupe. 

In  the  fame  degree  that  the  French 
nation  become  a  republic,  is  violent 
and  capable  of  making  ev^ry  effort 
agaifift  its  enemies,  ;n  the  fame  de- 
gree it  is  generous  and  ai?<:ctionate 
towards  its  friends.  Incapable  of 
bending  its  head  before  armed  men, 
it  will  give  every  fuccour,  and  even 
expend  its  blood  for  a  generous  al- 
ly; and  if  ever  there  uas  an  epoch 
when  the  affection  of  a  nation  could 
be  depended  on,  it  is  that  when  the 


general  will  forms  the  invariable 
principles  of  government.  If  is  that 
when  Treaties  are  no  longer  fu'.jcct- 
cd  to  the  infidious  politics  of  m  rii 
fters  and  courtiers.  If  the  King  of 
Pi  uffia  will  content  to  treat  with 
the  French  nation,  it  will  become  a 
generous,  powerful,  and  unchange  - 
able ally ;  but  if  the  illufion  of  a  point 
pf  honour  prevails  ov  r  his  virtues, 
his  humanity,  and  his  real  intercuts," 
he  will  then  find  enemy-- 3  worthy  of 
him,  who  will  combat  him  with  re- 
gret but  to  the  utmoft  ;  s:;d  »\ho
